The Court finds that the District, has made a showing of a clear legal or equitable right 

and a well-grounded fear of immediate invasion of that right. The District has also made a 

prima facie showing that the acts complained of establish an actual and substantial injuryxTr an 

affirmative prospect thereof to the District. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 
1 . That the Defendants, and all other persons in active concert or participation with 
any of the above-named defendants|^ffi^^^^^^ilBa a uf TE4 > are restrained and enjoined 

a. engaging in, encouraging, or lending support or assistance of any nature to 
strike, work stoppage, or slowdown against the District; 

b. coercing any persons to refuse to discharge their normal or substitute duties 
for the District; 

c. interfering with the free ingress and egress of the District's agents, 
employees, and students, or other authorized persons, to and from the 
schools and other facilities operated by the District; and 

d. taking unjustified sick, personal, or other leave in concert with or in aid of 
any strike, work stoppage, or slowdown. 

2. This Order goes into effect immediately upon entry. All employees represented 
3y TEA are to report for work and to discharge their assigned employment responsibilities in 
iccordance with the school calendar and individual employment contracts as of the date of the 
ssuance of this Order, /^^^ 

3. The TEA .nrrrNtTCTTife&g?s--shall be deemed to have notice of this order upon 
iervice of a copy of the order upon TEA counsel Tyler Firkins. Defendants Coons, Alia, Dale, 
5 aris, Fleischmann, Ells, Erickson, O'Malley Hicks, Leo and Lowenstein, as the Executive 
ioard of TEA are hereby responsible for immediately notifying all employees represented by 
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TEA and/or acting in concert with the named defendants that the strike and related activities as 
described in paragraph 1, above, have been restrained and enjoined. Any failure by Defendants 
Coons, Alia, Dale, Paris, Fleischmann, Ells, Erickson, O'Malley Hicks, Leo and Lowenstein to 
notify the TEA membership of the existence of this Order and its terms in no way affects any 
other term of this Order. 

4. Failure to fully comply with this Order may subject violators to contempt of 
court sanctions. __ Ki^C*) ^

8. Nothing in this Order should be construed as a final ruling on the merits and this 
Order is temporary in nature and shall be replaced by subsequent orders of the Court including 
any orders issued with respect to the Plaintiffs Motion for Preliminary Injunction and any 
counter motions made by the Defendant.
